An h our and a h alf later, Mal­ 
lory dictated a confession to a

He was tried and conv icted 
but th e Sup reme Court h eld th at 
Mallory 's confession sh ould not 
h av e been admitted at th e trial

p romp tly arraigned as required 
by th e federal rules of crim inal 
p rocedure. Th e Sup reme Court 
declared: 
"C ircum stances may justify a 
brief delay between arrest and

Noth ern Mozambique is one 
of th e most strongly guarded 
areas on th e African continent. 
Drawing h eav ily on ex p erience 
in th eir oth er territories of An­ 
gola 
and Guinea, th e 
Portu­ 
guese are mov ing to stam p out 
rebel activ ity . 
Auth orities refuse to disclose 
th e ex tent of th e buildup but 
th ere 
may 
be 25.000 regular 
troop s, including locally recruit­ 
ed Africans. Th ese troop s arc 
reinforced by an ex tensiv e sy s­ 
tem of airstrip s and a wide­ 
sp read secret p olice network 
Mozambique stretch es for 1,- 
700 miles up th e Indian Ocean 
coast of east Africa. It is a land 
of wide sandy beach es fringed 
with p alms, 
a 
M editerranean 
climate and colorful, easy -go­ 
ing p eop le. 
Inland are tribes wh ose way 
of life h as remained little affect­ 
ed by th e 20th century . 
About 8 5 p er cent of Mozam­ 
bique’s 6 4 million inh abitants 
are tribal Africans. Th e rest are 
Portuguese and p eop le of mix ed 
blood. Mozambique is outwardly 
multiracial. 
Th e Portuguese h av e decreed 
th at all Mozambiquanos with at 
least aD elem entary lev el of 
civ ilization, or th ose wh o are 
h eads of families in th eir tribes, 
are full Portuguese citizens. 
Mission 
sch ools 
are 
being 
reinforced by a crash p rogram 
wh ich aim s at giv ing ch ildren if 
all lev els and colors a ch ance to 
learn to read and write. 
Auth orities see th e p rov ince s 
future as a mainly agricul’ural 
country . Th ere h av e been few 
indications of mineral wealth . 
A number of indep endence 
seeking organizations seek to 
oust th e Portuguese from con­ 
trol. Ch ief of th ese group s is th e

h eaded by Eduardo C. Mond- 
lane, wh o formerly taugh t an­ 
th rop ology at Sy racuse (N.Y.t 
Univ ersity . Mondlane, based at 
th e Tanzanian cap ital of Dar es 
Salaam , h as claimed rep eated 
v ictories ov er th e Portuguese 
troop s concentrated in th e fr 
tier area. 
Portuguese auth or­ 
ities deny th ese claims. 
A blanket of silence cov et

op erations of th e

clearing all antigov ernment and 
subv ersiv e activ ities out of th e 
territory .

say Mozambique is calm and 
p eaceful.

Portugal accused Tanzania of a

Th ese re­ 
bels, wh ose ex istence is con­ 
firmed from many sources, are 
rep ortedly sup p orted by Com­ 
munist arm s and ex p erts from 
Red Ch ina, Algeria and Cuba.
